TERRIBLE GRIME 
OF ONTARIO FARMER 


After Killing Two and Wounding 
Another, Murderer Escapes 
Into the Woods

GRAVENHURST, | Ont., May 20,—

dence, In that statement Kong said 
he had killed Mrs, Millard after a row 
with her over the quality of porridge 
he had mage for her and that he had 
burned her body in the furnace. The 
point raised by counsel for the defence 
was that Kong not being formally 
charged with the crime was not warn- 
ed against saying anything that might 
be used in evidence against him at 
his trial, The medical evidence show- 
ed that the bones that were found in 
the basement and in the furnace were 
those of a human being of small sta- 
ture corresponding with the height of 
Mrs, Millard. 

Deputy Chief of Police McRae and 
Inspector of Detectives Jackson both 
denied that they had used any intimi- 
dation with the accused to get him 
to confess but the judge held that 
there was a certain amount of intimi- 
dation and that it was owing to that 
he made the confession which he could 
not admit as evidence. 

One extra witness will be produced 
tomorrow who has not yet given evi- 
dence in any court. The nature of his 
testimony is being kept a profound 
secret.

London, May 20.—Lord Haldane’s

Council's principle would tend to re- 
strict the granting of leave “i appeal 
from a decision of the Canadian 
courts Was exemplified today in the 
refusal of application by Geoffrey 
Lawrence, on ‘behalf of Trudel, the 
petitioner, who sought an appeal 
against the supreme court's decision 
regarding the assessment of compen- 
sation for jand taken for the National 
franscontinental Railway. Fifteen 
thousand dOllars was the amount in- 
volved... The government originally 
offered $3,000. Considering the land 
was farm land the exchequer court 
awarded $18,000. Maintaining that 
the land was suitable for  Muilding 
purposes the supreme court reversed 
the inferior tribunal's dvycision by a 
majority of three judges to two.

Vienna, May 19,-—A serious  situa- 
tion has arisen in Albania, whereby 
the Wife of the new ruler, Prince 
William, has been endangered. Ac- 
cording to Durazao despatciies, Essad 
Pasha had an audience with Prince 
William on Monday afternoon and 
tendered his resignation as governor, 
issad Pasha had 300 adherents in his 
residence and 5,000 in Durazzo, They 
started a revolt on Tuesday, Esead 
himself firing the first shot against 
the prince's palace. 

Landed Machine Guns, 
The prince thereupon appealed to 


the comaimnder of the Ttallan and 
Austrian warships. They landed 
detachments, who set up machine 


guns in front of Exscd Pasha’s house, 
The Turkish commander then asked 
permission to be allowed to go aboard 
an Italian warship. This was re- 
fused, and he was arrested and plac- 
ed aboard the Austrian warship Sazi- 
getvar, as the prince's prisoner 

According to ether reports, Prince 
William discovered a fortnight ago 
secret plans which had been drawn 
up by Mssad Pasha, and ordered him 
to disarm his bodyguard, Essad 
Pasha refused, whereupon the Alban- 
fan gendarmerie, commanded by 
Dutch officers, attacked his residence, 
arrested him and turned hiin over to 
the Austrian commander. Five hun- 
dred men from. the Austrian and 
Italian warships are guarding the 
prince’s palace, 

Reports Conflicting. 

London, May 19.—The reports con- 
cerning the arrest of Essad Pasha, 
A‘banian minister of war, are con- 
flicting, but it appears that he was 
suspected of cOtm».icity in a rising of 
Albanian peasants, 2,000 of whom 
are reported to be marching on 
Durazzo as a protest against com- 
pulsory military service.

R. C, WATSON, OIL MAN, RETURNS 


The Lake View No. 2 Oil company, 
operating in the Maricopa field, Cal., 
which has been redrilling well No. 1, 
struck the gusher sand unexpectedly 
last Sunday, with the resuit that the 
well came in with an enormous flow 
of oil estimated at from 15,000 to 
25,000 barrels per day. 

At latest reports the well was flow- 
ing wildly over the top of the derrick, 
and a considerable portion of the oil 
was being lost, notwithstanding the 
strenuous efforts being put forth by 
fifty or more men and teams in the 
construction of reservoirs, 

The above information wus gleaned 
in course of conversation with Mr. R. 
(. Watson, of this city, who is a heavy 
holder of stock, and a director of the 
Beatty Oil and Development company 
of Los Angeles, Cal. 

Asked regarding his company for

NEW HAVEN AFFAIRS 


Former President Unfolds Extra- 
ordinary Chapter in History 
of Exploitation of Road 


Washington, May 19.—A atory of 
absolute domination in affairs of the 
New Haven railway by the late J. P. 
Morgan, of «us spenaing of millions 
and ignorent silence at the command 
of the powerful financial river, was 
told to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission today by Charles Mellen, 
former president of the New Haven. 
it was the most extraordinary chap- 
ter yet unfolded in the commission's 
inquiry into the alleged expioitation 
of the great New England road and 
the disappearance of fortunes from 
its treasury through acquisition § at 
extravagant prices of subsimary pro- 
perties, 

Mr. Mellen told how he had stood 
in awe of Mr, siorgan, because of his 
comprehensive grasp and perfect 
prescience of financial matters, how 
he had consulted with former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, rewarding the  pur- 
chase of the Boston and Maine rail- 
roud, how he haa prevented the late 
i. WH. Harriman from acquiring the 
Bosten and Maine by getting it him- 
self for the New Haven, and how he 
had dealt with the late post office 
inspector, Thomas Byrnes, of New 
York, to obtain the Westchester stock 
held by persons whom he assumed 
to be connected with Tammany Hall. 

Particular interest was aroused by 
Mr. Me-len's account of his eonfer- 
ence with the then President, Colonel 
Roosevelt, respecting the acquisition 
of the Boston and Maine, Colonel 
Roosevelt said to him at that confer- 
ence, according to the testimony, that 
he was not a lawyer, and was not 
prepared to advise what he should do 
about the proposed purchase,’ but on 
Mr, Mellen’s statement of the situa- 
tion, he thought there might be no- 
thing objectionable in it. Mr. Mel- 
len added that ..© President said he 
could countenance no flegai action in 
thé matter and suggested that he con. 
fer with Commissioner Lane, of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission.

The rebels, it is reported, are about 
to attack Guadaljara, capital of the 
state of Jalisco. There is great dis- 
tress among the poor of the Mexican 
capital, and the rich families are dis- 
tributing free meals daily.

El Paso, May 19.—Gen. Francisco 
Villa has defeated a Federal force of 
live thousand men at Paredon, ace ord- 
“ing to @ message received here late to- 
day from the acting minister of for- 
eign relations in Cafranza’s cabinet. 
The date of the engagemegt was not 
given. 

According to the message the Fede- 
rals suffered a severe loss in killed 
and wounded and it was said that two 
Federal generals were among those 
killed, The message stated that Gen- 
eral Villa had captured 800 prisoners, 
several machine guns, 600,000 rounds 
of. ammunition and a large quantity of 
military Supplies,

_ TEMPERANCE BEER 


St. Paul de Metis Man Is Fined 
$100 for Selling Cider and 
Temperance Beer 


(From Evening Faition) 

As the result of the conviction and 
fining of George Disiauriers, of St. 
Paul de Metis, the Mounted Police 
will from now on stop vhe importa- 
tion of cider and temperance beer |a- 
to prohibited territory. For the past 
ten years, large quantities of beer ane 
cider have been sent into St. Paul 
de Metis under the guise of soft 
drinks, A few weeks ago Constable 
Clifford seized some five barrels of 
cider and three barrels filled with 
bottles of beer. Dislauriers had it in 
his possession and was offering it for 
sale, He claimed that it was not 
intoxicating hignor. Inspector Rowe 
went to St. Paul de Metis to prose- 
cute the case. He sent several sam- 
ples of the liquid to the provincial 
analysis department, and it was 
found that the cider was three per 
cent .alcohol and the beer one per 
cent. alcohol. The prosecution was 
proceeded with before a justice of the 
peace at St. Paul de Metis and Dis- 
lauriers was fined $100 and costs. 
The cider and beer were confiscaved 
and. destroyed. The liquid had been 
shipped to Vegreville to the accused. 

The action was a test case. Yor 
years the Mounted Police have known 
that temperance beer has been ship- 
ped inio prohibited territory, and the 
conviction at St, 
result in the discontinuance of 
practice,
